Alabama’s historic grocery tax cut goest into effect

Alabamians are feeling 
a bit of relief at the gro- 
cery store checkout lines 
as a result of the tax cut 
on food that a coalition of 
conservative lawmakers 
and I pushed through the 
Legislature during the 2023 
regular session. 

Beginning on September 
1, the state’s four percent 
sales tax on grocery items 
was reduced to three per- 
cent, and if growth in the 
Education Trust Fund con- 
tinues at the same pace as 
recent years, anether $150 
million tax cut will auto- 
matically go into effect as 
soon as 2024. 

My goal is to continue 
chipping away at the tax 
until it is eliminated alto- 
gether in the near future. 

Alabama was one of only 
three states that taxed gro- 
ceries at the full rate - South 
Dakota and Mississippi are 
the others - and we are one 
of only 13 states in the 
nation that levy any tax on 
food. 

The newly-implemented 
tax cut applies to any food 
that falls under the defini- 
tions of the federal food 
stamp program, known 
as SNAP in D.C. circles, 
which means all groceries 
are covered except for pre- 
prepared, hot food from in- 
store delis. 

A clause in the law that is 
now in effect blocks cities 
and counties from raising 
their sales taxes on grocer- 
ies so Alabamians can be 
assured of the intended sav- 
ings, but mayors, council 
members, and commissions 
do have the option of fol- 
lowing our lead and cutting 
the local sales taxes on gro- 
ceries if they choose. 

For several decades, 
advocacy groups pushed to 
remove the grocery tax, but 
their plans always required 
new taxes to be shifted 
onto the backs of the mid- 
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die class in order to offset 
revenue losses. As a con- 
servative Republican who 
believes in cutting taxes, 
not simply moving them 
around like a rigged shell 
game, such proposals were 
considered non-starters in 
my eyes and those of my 
GOP colleagues. 

During my term in the 
Alabama House and now, 
as lieutenant governor, it 
became obvious that the 
commonsense budgeting 
practices put in place after 
Republicans gained control 
of the Legislature in 2010 
were creating surpluses and 
comfortable fiscal cushions 
that did not previously exist. 

The pro-business mea- 
sures we enacted were 
also creating an economic 
atmosphere that attracted 
both new and expanding 
industries and encouraged 
employers ranging from 
the largest companies to 
the smallest mom-and-pop 
storefronts to create new 
jobs and opportunities for 
Alabamians who were will- 
ing to work. 

Soon enough, the unprec- 
edented revenues flowing 
into the state treasury meant 
we could afford to begin 
eliminating the grocery 
tax without burdening any 
Alabamians with new or 
offsetting levies. 

I worked closely with 
Sen. Andrew Jones (R - 
Centre), House Education 
Budget Chair Danny Garrett 
(R - Trussville), and Senate 
Education Budget Chair 
Arthur Orr (R - Decatur) to 
create a workable plan that 
also offered full protection 
to public education funding 
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for K-12 schools, commu- 
nity colleges, and four-year 
universities. 

I personally met with 
countless experts, advisors, 
and associations, including 
the grocers who collect the 
tax at the point of sale, and 
rallied them to join us in 
taking action. 

Once the bill was drafted, 
my office recruited all 35 
members of the Alabama 


Senate and 100 of the 105 
House members to sign 
on as sponsors, which was 
considered by many pun- 
dits to be a political miracle 
in the highly partisan and 
philosophically contentious 
times in which we live. 
The legislation eventually 
passed both chambers with

It can be very hard for survivors to find 
someone to talk about their feelings with because there is often a lot of 
stigma and misunderstanding around suicide. If you can't talk openly with 
friends or family, find a local support group, doctor, counselor, or religious 
leader to speak with. 

Know that it’s not going to be easy. Grief is never easy, but suicide 
almost always leads to complicated grief. This means that feelings of 
sadness and loss are extremely intense and can be very debilitating. It 
may take longer for you to start to heal. 

Find ways to honor the life of the person who has died. Don't focus 
as much on their death but try to focus on their life. Review pictures and 
mementos, make a memory box, spend time at their favorite spots, or 
cook their favorite food. 

Develop a resource list of people to call when times get tough. 
Know that you may have suicidal thoughts yourself and that this is very 
common. Have a list of trusted people to call when you need help. 

Be kind to yourself. Eat healthy food, exercise, allow yourself time to 
do only what is essential, or spend time in nature. 

Educate yourself. When you are ready, collect information about 
suicide. Read books about surviving suicide. 

Don't be afraid to ask for help. It is always okay to reach out, no matter’ 
the day or time. No matter what you are feeling, someone else has felt 
that way before too. If you can't talk to friends, family, or other support 
people reach out to one of the organizations below who can seg connect! 
you with support.

John Thomas Smith... 
“Once upon a time” — as 
stories go — two parent 
families represented the 
norm. Typically, fathers 
would go off to work in 
the morning and come 
home at night, while moth- 
ers stayed home to care 
for the house and the chil- 
dren.

discipline to the children 
for whatever trouble they 
had been into during the 
day. During the day, if 
a child misbehaved, he 
might hear his mother say,

your father gets home!” 
If the misdeed was mod- 
erately serious, the child’s 
middle name might be 
added: “John Thomas...” 
If the misbehavior was very 
serious, or if the mother 
had become exasperated 
by a series of minor mis- 
deeds, Johnny might hear, 
“John Thomas Smith, you 
just wait till your father 
gets home and then you 
will be in real trouble!” 
The child would have time 
to contemplate what that 
threat could entail. The 
child’s fear of the father’s 
wrath could be a sign of 
respect, if the father was 
a just father. It could also 
be a sign of terror, if the 
father was prone to exces- 
sive discipline. 

The Israelites who stood 
before Moses at the base of 
the mountain seem to have 
thought of God as a terror- 
inducing tyrant. Perhaps, 
like errant children, they 
realized their own behay- 
ior did not measure up the 
divine standards that had 
so recently been set before 
them. Fear was an appro- 
priate response for them.

Grab region win

over Kinston 42-7

The Elba Tigers opened region play Friday night with an 
impressive 42-7 win over the Kinston Bulldogs, at Tiger 
Stadium. 

Elba received the opening kickoff and promptly went 
58 yards in just three plays to give the fans a preview of 
things to come. Cayden Adkins had a 44-yard run to spark 
the scoring drive, while Alvin Henderson capped the drive 
with a 10-yard touchdown run. Alex Wisecup kicked the 
extra-point, and with 10:59 left in the first quarter the 
Tigers were already on top 7-0. 

Elba began its next possession at its own 30-yardline 
after a Kinston punt and this time needed four plays to 
cover the distance into the endzone, with Cayden Adkins 
doing the honors with a 57-yard scoring dash. Wisecup 
added the extra-point as the Tigers upped their lead to 14-0 
with 6:53 left in the quarter. 

Elba put the ball in play at the Kinston 46-yatrdline after 
a short punt and covered the distance in two plays, with the 
Tigers third td of the quarter coming on a 46-yard scamper 
by Alvin Henderson. Wisecup’s extra-point was true, and 
with 4:10 remaining in the quarter the Tigers lead was up 
to 21-0. 

Elba began its next possession at the Kinston 45-yardline 
after a pass interception by Cassidy Carpenter, and this 
time it took the Tigers only one play to cash in the 
turnover as on first down Brayden Johnson lofted a 
45-yard touchdown pass down the middle of the field to 
Ty Sieving. Alex Wisecup tacked on the extra-point as the 
Tigers lead grew to 28-0 with 3:43 still left in the opening 
stanza. 

Elba began its final offensive series of the quarter at its 
own 33-yardline after a Kinston punt and two plays later 
was right back in the endzone. Alvin Henderson rushed for 
72 yards on two carries and scored the Tiger touchdown on 
a 53-yard gallop, and when Wisecup kicked the extra-point 
the Tigers owned a 35-0 lead with 13-seconds still-left in 
the first quarter. 

Elba began its only possession of the second quarter at 
its own 8-yardline after a defensive stand put an end to an 
11-play Kinston drive that ate up over five minutes off the 
clock, and the Tigers made the most of the opportunity as 
they went 92 yards in eight running plays to score their 
sixth touchdown of the half. Alvin Henderson rushed for 
92 yards on four carries and scored his fourth touchdown 
of the night on a 66-yard sprint down the sidelines.

Kinston failed to move the chains ion its initial 
possession of the second half, but got the ball back at its 
own 41-yardlinr with 7:51 left in the fourth quarter and 
marched 56 yards in five plays to get in the scoreboard.
